Passes Away. 


A Sudden Relapse Followed by a Fatal 
Ending of His Iliness.. 


Sketch of His Early Life and Long 
Career in California. 


Disastrous Fire 
at Brentwood—Another Incendiary 
Blaze at the Dalles—News 
from Alaska. 


By Telegraph to The rimes. 

San Francisco, Sept. 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Hon. Lorenzo Sawyer, 
Judge of the United States Circuit Court, 
is lying dangerously ill at his residence. 
He has been suffering for some time 
from catarrh and at last he was forced 
to taketo his bed with bronchitis. His 
condition was a little improved olast 
night, but this morning he took a re- 
lapse. Three physicians were called in. 

Latgr.—Judge Lorenzo Sawyer died 
sini suddenly at 7:45 o’clock this even- 

ing. He had been much better during 
the day, and was deemed convalescent. 

His son Houghton was reading to him. 

His son Prescott and grandson, How- 
ard Adams, were also present. Syd- 
denly he was seized with a severe 
fit of coughing. Prescott ran for Dr. 
Yeamans, who lives only a few doors off, 

but before he could return Judge Saw- 
yer was dead. The disease was capil- 
lary bronchitis, from which he had been 
confined to his bed ten days. 
mediate cause of death was the forma- 
tion of a clot of blood which the cough- 


ing forced to a vital spot in the heart | 


causing almost instant death. 

The funeral will be held in. the First 
Congregational Church where he at- 
tended. The death of Judge Sawyer 
leaves the Northern District of Cali- 
fornia without a Federal judge, the 
late Judge Hoffman's place not yet 
having been filled. 

Lorenzo Sawyer was born in Jeffer- 
county, New York, in 1820. When 

VF he ars old, he went to Pennsylvania 
wit his father and engaged in farming. 
Next year heleft home, and for eig t 
years studied law, supporting himself 
by teaching schogl, . He was admitted to 
the bar of Ohio in 1846, and afterward 

racticed-law in Ch oand Jefferson, 
is. He came toCaliforniain 1850, and 
settled at Sacramento, but soon re- 
moved to Nevada City. In 1858 he 
came to San Francisco and in 1854 was 
elected City Attorney of San Francisco. 
In 1860 he was appointed judge of'the 
Twelfth District Court and in 1863 was 
elected Justice of the Supreme Court of 
California. In 1869 President Grant 
“Y inted him United States Circuit 
udge. 

Judge Sawyer had long passed the 
age permitting him to retire, and fer 
sothe time had contemplated retiring. 


A DISASTROUS BLAZE. 


Many Buildings at Brentwood Destroyed 
by Fire—Loss, 45,000. 

Stockton, Sept. 7.—[By the Associa- 
ted Press.]|—A special to the Independ- 
ent says: ‘The railroad town of 
Brentwood, Contra Costa county, hada 
big fire tonight, commencing at 10 
o’clock, which destroyed most of the 
business part of the place. It broke out 
in the storeof Louis Grenauer, destroying 
that. building and stock, a hotel adjoin- 
ing owned by Gyendauer, the saloon of 
J. DeMartini, barber shop of A. Marti- 
nez, a barn with fifty tons of hay owned 
by A. Buntenbach, the house back of 
Grunauer’s store and owned by him 
with barn and storehouse; alsoa number 
of barns and outhouses went up in 
smoke.

BEFORE BALMACEDA FLED. 


Interview with the President Just Before 
His Downfall. 

San Francisco, Sept. 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}| The Examiner’s San- 
tiago correspondent, under date of 
August 8, reports an interview with 
Balmaceda, then President of Chile, in 
which the latter claimed that foreign 
speculators had more to do.with the dis-’ 
ruption of the goyernment than was 
generally known, and that a great deal 
of money had been advanced to the in- | 
surgents by foreign capitalists. He re- 
fused to state whether United States 
Minister Egan had expressed an opinion 
as to whether the United States Gov- 
ernment favored the Balmacedan gov- 
ernment or the insurgents, but said the 
United States Minister was a very con- 
servative man, and chose to remain si- 
lent as to his own sympathy in the mat- 
ter. Balmaceda expressed the opinion : 
that the chastisement Minister Egan 
had received from the American press 
was not merited, and that the insur- 
gents were trying to ‘‘down”’ the latter 
simply for spite. The interview was 
brief, as the correspondent said the 
President was rushed with state and 
army affairs. ee

ciated Press.]| The proposed new bill 
against the abuse of the use of spirit- 
uous liquors was published in the Reich- 
sanzeiger today. It is a lengthy meas- 
ure. A license shall only be granted 
where there appears to be need for re- 
tail liquor shops, or saloons. The char- 
acter of the applicant and location of 
the place must be taken into considera- 
tion. Incities of over 5000 inhabitants 
the retail trade in liquors must not be 
connected with any other kind of trade, 
excepting drugstores, which may sell 
liquors in sealed and labeled bottles. 
and saloon-keepers must supply guests 
with non-spirituous liquors if required, 
must keep strict order and prevent any- 
thing which may add to the abuse of 
alcoholic drinks. The sale of drinks to 
minors below the age of'16 is forbidden 
except when accompanied by grown 
persons or traveling. Inn and saloon- 
keepers are forbidden to furnish liquor to 


| people who have been convicted of 


common drunkenness. within three 
years, also to any intoxicated person. 
They are not allowed to furnish 
liquor on credit except toa guest tak- 
it with meals. No claims for liquor 
furnished in contravention of this order 
can be legally collected. Common 
drunkardsand people who by their ad- 
diction to liquor endanger the public 
welfare or neglect their families can 
be placed under legal guardianship. 
Fines up to 100 marks or imprison- 
| ment up to four weeks can be imposed 


while engaged in work connected with 
the saving of life, prevention of fire, 
etc., also who attempts such work while 
drunk, except in cases of urgent need. 
The same applies to persons engaged 
in taking care of the health of others, 
such as physicians, nurses, etc. 

Reichsanzeiger presents the reasons for 
the passage of the bill in an exhaustive 
article, covering eleven columns »closely 
printed. Among other things it cites 
statistics showing that .in the year 
1889-90 there were consumed in Ger- 
many 2,279,828 hectolitres of pure al- 
cohol, or 464 litres for each man, wo- 
manand child. Of wines, 644 litres 
were consumed .per head, while the 
quantity of beer consumed annually is 
equal to an average of 90 litres for 
each human being inGermany. The

The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday’ moruing, at the usual 
time and ptace, President Bonsall in 
the chair, and all the members present. 

Councilman Summerland moved to 
adjourn until 10 o’clock this morning, 
out of respect to Labor day, but the mo- 


tion, by a vote of 5 to 4, was voted 
down. 


After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of, the reports of the city 
officers for the month of August last 
were taken up. 

That of the City Auditor, showing the 
condition of the city’s funds for the 
week ending Angust 29, was read and 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

Those of the City Clerk, showing the 
issuance of 2066 licenses, of which 
102 were returned uncollected; the 
City Tax and Licease Collector, to the 
same effect; of City Justice Owens, 
showing the collection of $104.75 in 
fees and fines; of City Justice Austin, 
showing the collection of $93 in fees 
and fines; ‘of the clerk of the Police 
Court, showing a total collection. of 
$732, and of the water overseer, show- 
ing the collection of $2465.50, were 
referred to the City Auditor. 

That of the poundmaster, showing 
that sixteen horses had been im- 
pounded, but that after deducting the 
expenses entailed, there was only a 
balance of 50 cents in favor of the city, 
was feferred to the Finance Committee. 

That of the same officer, asking for 
the confirmation of his appointment of 
three dog catchers, was referred to the 
Board of Police Commissioners.

The report of the Zanja Committee 
récommending that W. Cameron’s peti 
tion asking to be allowed to tap 
Nichols’ ditch in front of his premises 
be granted, provided he do the work at 
his own-expense and pay $4 a month for 
the water, was adopted as read. 

In accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the same committee. M. W. 
Childs’ water rate was ordered raised 
from $2 to $4 per month, commencing 
on October 1. 

The invitation of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners asking the Council to 
attend an inspection of the fire depart- 
mentat the Plaza tomorrow was ac- 
cepted, upon motion Councilman Al- 
ford.

There 
seems to be two grades at this point, the 
one between Main and Tenth streets being 
several inches higher than that from Broad- 
way west. The. electric railway have 
placed their tracks on the latter grade, and 
as the street now stands the flow of water 
will not be carried down Tenth street to 
Main bet will be forced through private 
prope ey at the termination of Broadway.

From time to time we are reminded by 
the papers and by complaint after com- 
plaint about the filthy condition of the sew- 
ers in the business part of the city. Upon 
investigation I find that although this 
‘frightful odor’’ exists at times during the 
day, it is not from the sewers but from the 
seldom-cleaned garbage wagons that tra- 
“erse our streets at all hours of the day. 
irrespective of any existing ordinance, if 
there be any. I would most respectfully 
cecommend that you adopt an ordinance 
relative to this matter or co-operate with 
this department or I with you in establish- 
ing some system by which we can control 
the garbage and swill wagons of this city, 
‘and relieve the citizens of this great nuis- 
ance. There are also a number of persons on 
our paved streets who deposit boxes and bar- 
rels containing garbage on the sidewalk 
and allow them to remain there all day 
and often two or three days, and after hav- 
ing beeh emptied are still left on the side- 
walk until they are actually unbearable.

In this case the note was purchased in the 
ordinary course of business and for value, 
and at the time of the purchase the plain- 
tiff had no actual notice of any facts which 
were sufficient to call for inquiry on his 
part. He was a bona fide purchaser for value. 
Hence the judgment should be for plaintiff , 
and it is so ordered.

| Chino Sugar Beets. 
A Chino correspondent writes ‘that 
there are more fields on the Chino tract 
that yield over fifteen tons of beets to, 
the acre than willyield less, and some 
are yielding over thirty tons per 
acre. He also says that polariscope 
tests have shown over 20 per cent. su- 
garin some samples. These are, how- 
ever, outside figures. The average of 
fifteen tons giving 15 per cent. sugar 
was given us by the authorities at the 
factory. and it is presumable that they 
did not under-estimate the yield. Fifteen 
tonsat $4.25 per ton woul@be $638.75, 
which would net the grower about $50 
an acre, a very good figure for so 
staple a crop as beets. Besides this, 
it may fairly be expected that the expe- 
rience of this year will result in lower- 
ing the expenses of culture and increas- 
ing the yield and percentage of sugar. 
A staple crop like the. sugar beet is 
what Southern California needs to sup- 
plement its fruit crops. There is com- 
‘paratively little variation in the price 
of sugar and no need to hunt a market. 
* Moreover, it will lead to the establish- 
ment of other indnstries. Already there 
is talk of the starting of fruit canneries 
near the beet-sugar works, so that the 
canneries could get their sugar without 
paying for freight and sacks.

Los ANGELES, Sept: 5, 1891.—]To the 
Editor of THE T1imEs.] By a card published 
in an evening paper M. L. Wicks, presi- 
dent of the Citizens’ Water Company, 
again bobs up, which shows upon the face 
of it the designs and intentions of the com- 
pany in event of their’ getting control of 
the water supply ofthe city, io make the 
city pay for the flushing of sewers, the sup- 
plying of public parks, city buildings, 
sprinkling streets, fire purposes, etc. To 
quote his own words;\ ‘‘Nearly one-fourth 
of the total income of the Contra Costa 
Water Company is from the city of Oak- 
land and Berkeley for the use of water for. 
public purposes. San Francisco city and 
county pays large sums tothe Spring Val- 
ley Water Company for similar purposes ;”’ 
and‘then calls upon leading citizens to take 
stock in a new company to be formed. 
Formed for what? Could any stronger 
argument be produced in favor of the city 
owning its own water works than the 
above? In addition to what has already 
been done, the scheme seems to be to cinch 
the city. Wouldit not be better forthe 
city to pay interest on bonds when a large 
revenue is derived from the sale of water 
in place of allowing this state of affairs to 
be brought about? In the face of *such an 
argufhent from such a source there is no 
doubt of an overwhelming majority in 
favor of the city issuing bonds for the ac- 
quirement of its own water system for the 
entire city. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
regard to the meter question was upon a 
demurrer and only involved law points and 
remands the case back fortrial upon its 
merits. Active means are now being taken 
by me, through my attorney, to bring this 
matter totrial.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Regular Monthly Meeting Last Evening— 
Interesting Papers. 
The Historical Society of Southern 
California held its regular monthly 
meeting in Judge Austin’s courtroom 
last evening. The attendance was 
good: 
Col. George Butler Griffin read a 
translation made by himself of a report 
made to the King of Spain by Sebastian 
Vizcaino of his first voyage in the Gulf 
of California. Vizcaino evidently was 
considerable ofa boomer. He gave the 
King avery glowing account of the 
Peninsula of California, and magnified 
the importance of his discoveries. His 
intention evidently was to induce the 
King to fit him out for a second voyage, 
which the King did. is first voyage 
was made in 1597, the second in 1602. 
C. P. Dorland read an interesting 
paper on the history of the claims and 
water rights of the city of Los Angeles. 
‘He traced the claims of the city-from 
the founding of the pueblo of Los An- 
gelesin 1781 down to the present time.

The Eccentric Individual’s San 
Francisco Record. 


An Investigation Fails to Bear Out 
His Many Statements. 


A Safe but Very Sensational Attempt 
to Commit Suicide. 


Mrs. Clark Not His Wife, nor Did He Claim 
Her as Such—Some thing About 
That Baby—Where It 
Now is. 


_ Nothing further has been heard of 
Count Rulohvasbask, and it is believed 
‘that the eccentric individual has left 
the city, Ben Hunsaker, the saloon- 
keeper, and Mrs. Clarke, whom, the 
‘Count’’ says, is his wife, are anxious. 
to have the ‘‘nobleman’’ locked up as 
insane, and it is probable that he has 
become alarmed and left the city. The 
woman is still at the St. Julieny and 
says she has nothing further to say in 
the matter. The San Francisco Chron- 
icle of Sunday has the following about” 
the affair: 

Peter J. Rulohvasbask, who calls himself 
a Russian count and who on Wednesday last 
left a young infant at the city prison, stat- 
ing that he wasits father and unable to 
provide for it, has been heard from in Los 
Angeles.When he left the little one at the po- 
lice station he stated that he had been mar- 
’ ried about a year and had lived at 700 Cali-- 
fornia street. Five days after the babe was 
born, he said, his wife deserted him, taking 

the child with her. He said he found the 

little one after a tedious search, witha 
family in Oakland, but his wife had disap- 
peared. 

Subsequent investigations fail to bear 
out the ‘‘Count’s”’ statements. A dispatch 
received from Los Angeles Friday night 
stated that the ‘‘Count’’ was there in search 
of his erring wife and that he charged Ben 
Hunsaker, a lawyer of that city, with en- 


fore leaving San Francisco she had drawn 


ker to purchase a saloon on Spring street, 
in Los Angeles. 

A Chronicle reporter called at No. 700 
California street yesterday and in response 
to inquiries the landlady stated that she 
knew the “Count,” but that the lady whom 
he called his wife was not his wife. Her 
name was Clarke and she had lived there 
prior to August 16 or thereabouts. The 
‘Count’ came there two or three days 
after Mrs. Clarke left and remained until a 
few days ago, When he left.for Los Ange- 
les. The two did not live at the house at 
the same time. *Mrs. Clarke -had not 
claimed the “Count’?.as her husband, but 
he had said was his wife. The land- 
lady laughed whem asked if either party 
had a baby. with’ them, and answered in the

On July 7 last, Su- 
perior Judge: Wallace granted her a di- 
vorce, and onthe 8th a satisfaction was 
filed by Mrs. Clarke’s attorney, O. F. Hun- 
saker, tofthe effect that she had received

The first article published under this 
head showed that nitrogen, phosphoric

The second article showed that in pur- 
chasing fertilizers the buyers’ only pro- 
tection is to insist upon a guaranteed 
analysis, which should show the per 
centage and quality of those three in- 
gredients. It is the purpose of this ar- 
ticle to point out tothe purchaser the 
value to him of his purchase. ~ 

As there is no royal road to learning, 

so neither is there any royal road or 
short cut to ascertain the agricultural 
value of a fertilizer, for success in using 
them is as varied as soil, climate and 
crops. . 
We have used the terms intrinsic or 
commercial yalue~ and agricultural 
value—let us look at the meaning of 
thoseterms. The commercial or mar- 
ket value of nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potashare the prices at which 
those articles are soldin open market, 
and are subject to the law of supply 
and demand, hence they vary from 
time to time in the same way all other 
staple articles vary. Tie prices are 
quoted in the trade journals. 

To ascertain the commercial value of 
of a fertilizer, multiply. the pounds per 
ton of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash by the market prices per pound 
of each of those ingredients.

The agricultural value of a fertilizer 
depends upon the benefit derived from 
its use—its crop producing power. 
Sometimes the highest priced fertilizers 
are of little or no agricultural value to 
land. The sandy soils of Southern New 
Jersey and Long Island are well supplied 
with nitrogen and phosphoric acid but 
are deficient in potash. Put potash on 
those barren sands and any kind of plant 
life will flourish. 
There have been laid down certain 
general rnles, as that of nitrogen for 
wheat and grasses, potash for potatoes 
and clover, phosphoric acid for grain 
and turnips, upon which little or no re- 
liance can be placed. The real value of 
the different fertilizing elements must 
be determined by each variety of soil 
and crop, and by the farmers them- 
selves. The theory is very pretty: 
‘‘Have your soil analyzed and thus find 
what itis deficient in and supply that 
want,”’ but it will not work in practice. 
Fertilizing effects depend largely upon 
soil, crop and weather, and as these 
vary with location, the agricultural val- 
ue cannot be estimated except by actual 
trials upon individual soils. | 
person who would know what is the 


ticular land and crop must needs take 
the trouble himself to find out. He 
cannot say nitrogen is the most expen- 
siye fertilizer and therefore the best— 
give me the best. give me nitrogen—for 
nitrogen may be abundant on his land 
or the particnlar crop that he intends 
to grow may not need nitrogen. So 
neither can another say: I must have 
so much fertilizerandI have only so 
much money and potash is the cheapest 
fertilizer. Kamit is only $8 or $10 per 
ton and nitrate is $35.

ARRESTED FOR LIBEL. 
Raskin the French Editorin a Bad Box— 
His Plans Miscarried. 

M. Charles’Raskin, late editor of Le 
Gautlois and also late Belgian vice-Consul 
in this city, is in serious trouble and 
from present indications his proposed 
European trip will be indefinitely posi- 
poned, 

Raskin as editor of Le Gauloia and J. 
P. Goytino, the editor of a rival French 
paper, have for two or three years past 
been carsing on quite a. war through 


desire to revenge himself on his ancient 
enemy that Raskin owes his present mis- 
forthne. 
Several weeks ago Raskin decided to 
discontinue the publication of his paper 
and return to Belgium, as he stated, for 
a six months’ trip. He accordingly 
closed down and took a trip to San 
Francisco, where he remained for sev- 
eraldays. He then returned to Los 
Angeles and issued his-farewell number 
which was devoted almost exclusively to 
Goytino. In this article Raskin gives 


at length the circumstances connected 


with Goytino’s arrest on a charge of 
having forged the name of his uncle. 
the late Miguel Leonis, to a note for. 
$3800, and putlishesan alleged fac 
simile of a confession by Goytino that 
the note wasaforgery. Raskin also 
charged that Goytino was compelled to 
flee from his native couatry for unnat- 
ural practic:s white he was connected 
with a moaastery in France. . 
As sconas the paoer was publishe 
yesterday Raskin took a carriage for 
Pasadena, where he caught the Sarta 
Fe overland, and started across the 
continent, harpy in the thorght that he 


| had got ahead of his hated rival.

Ras- 
kin could not resist the temptation to 
see his article in print, and he tarried 
just a trifle too long for his own good. 

"No sooner did Goytino'see the article 
than he rushed tothe District Attor- 
ney’s office, where he swore toa com- 
plaint against Raskin for criminal libel. 
The Sheriff’s office was notified, and 
telegrams were sent to all points on the 
Santa Fe to intercept the fugitive. 

The lightning proved a success, and 
last evening Sheriff Gibson was notified 
that Raskin had been caught at Bar- 
stow. The officer was telegraphed to 
hold him, and today Sheriff Gibson will 
leave to bring him back. 

Raskin will probably arrive in the city 
tomorrow afternoon. 


‘THE ASSESSMENT RAISED. 


The State: Board Increases Los. Angeles 
County 15 Per Cent. 

Chairman Perry of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, last evening received a tele- 
gram from Sacramento, saying that the 
State Board of Equalization had con- 
cluded its labors, and that eight counties 
had been raised. The San Francisco as- 
sessment has been raised 30 per cent; 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino, 15 per 
cent; Santa Clara, Orange, Santa Bar- 
bara and San Mateo, 10 percent, and 
Kern and San Joaqin, 5-per cent. The 
State rate is 44.6 cents. ,

“It will be a great wonder if some of the 
boys have not been killed,”’ said Alex Ver- 
non toa TIMES representative yesterday in 
talking about his experiences up in the 
(lesert, north of the Atlantic and Pacilic 
road. 

“Why. what I have seen there during the 
past five or six months has been sometbding 
I woukl not have’ missed’ for .a good deal. 
The Salton Seais notin it compared with the 
pranks and — that Nature hasindulged 
im there and around Death 
Valley. I admit that I was fright- 
ened a great many times and am 
really glad that I am now out of it safe and 
sound. I tell you when water falls from 
the heavens almost at the boiling point it's 
time foraman to arrange for transport 
to some other earth or clime, for he does 
not know when the temperature of the 
water is going to increase to the extent 
that he will be boiled to death. 

“It was in the latter part of June when I 
was in Death Valley, that wehad a storm 
lasting about two hours. It commenced 
about 5 p.m. and lasted until about 7 p.m. 
The writer which fell was, it seemed to me, 


| almost scalding hot. 


‘‘When the rain ceased thcre crme a 
thunder showed thatI thought would lit- 
erally tear up the earth. The claps of 
thunder was interspersed with a beautiful 
electrical display. The country with all 
of its dreary features was iliuminated for 
miles around. 

‘The question I want to ask and would 

like to havé solved is: ‘What heated that 
water falling from the heavens to such an 
It is beyond me, 
and I would Uige for some scientist to ex- 
plain it. 
. “How far the storm extended over the 
valley Iconnot tell. From the best igfor- 
mation I could gather, though, it was igen- 
eral. 

“Other storms fell after this at unheard- 
ofti: ofthe year. They came just in 
time in some places,as the water was not 
extraordinarily warm and a number of 
water holes were filled up. 

“Iam afraid that some of the boys fared 
badly and feel confident that some of them 
who were prospecting for the ‘yellow’ have 
been killed by the peculiar turn things 
“have taken in the valley @uring the season 
and for which they were by no means pre- 
pared. 


“If they have been killed all that wall 


ever be found of them will be their dried 
and bleaching bones.”’ 

Despite his dangerous experience Mr. 
Vernon will return to Death Valley in Oc- 
tober to prospect further.

The Southern Pacific Will Try to 
Grab Some L and. 


The Santa Monica Terminal Company 
Gets a Franchise. 


Railroad Employes Must Fight Shy

Southern Pacific's Franchise at Santa 


Monica Not Yet Secured—Santa Fe 
Earnings—General, Local 
and Personal. 


Judge Madden, land agent of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, has 
gone to Washington to make a de- 
termined effort to get the Secretary of 
the Interior and the General Land Com- 
missioner to issue patents for a large 
quantity of railroad land in this State for 
which the company has been trying to 
get patents for many years, says the 
Examiner. The company’s grants in 
California approximate 10,000,000 
acres. Much of this is. yet unsurveyed. 
Patents have been received for about 
1,000,000 acres. Since 1882 the com- 
pany has been clamoring for patents to 
a few million more acres of the surveyed 
lands, but not a patent has the Land 
Office. at Washington given up since 
then. Itissaid at Fourth and Townsend 
streets thata large amount of the un- 
patented land lies in Fresno, Tulare, 
Kern and Los Angeles counties, and has 
been sold to settlers who have occupied 
the land for years and made partial pay- 
mentson it, but have not been able yet 
to secure titles to it. |
